Ans.  Low  mintage  appears  to  have  had  something  to  do  wi 
in  the  case  of  the  1799.  There  are  three  distinct  types:  small 
stars  with  4 or  5 berries,  large  rev.  stars  with  5 berries  only; 
obv.  and  nine  rev.  dies  making  nine  varieties  in  all,  none  of  them 
common.  Of  1798  there  are  seven  varieties  with  large  eagle,  but' 
or  three  are  far  more  common;  of  1800  three  of  the  five  vari* 
are  fairly  common.  The  1802-12  were  minted  in  larger  quanti 
The  1 837  presents  more  of  a puzzle,  and  we  suspect  that  most  a 
made  in  that  year  bore  the  date  1836.  There  are  two  types:, 
comparatively  common  large  date,  and  the  extremely  rare  ^ 
date,  the  latter  discovered  by  the  late  David  M.  Bullowa  and  by 
published  and  illustrated  in  the  October,  1949,  NUMISMATIST,  ‘ 
612.  We  know  of  only  two  examples.

Ans.  The  so-called  matte  proofs  (also  spelled  matt  and  r 
were  made  by  pickling  the  finished  coins  in  dilute  acid  at  the  ^ 
sandblast  proofs  were  made,  as  the  name  implies,  by  use  of  a sti 
of  fine  sand  under  compressed  air.  The  latter  process  seems  to 
been  confined  to  silver  (1916-35)  and  gold  (1912-15)  proofs; 
eral  variations  on  the  matte  process  appeared  on  gold  proof 
1907-12  and  the  nickel  and  bronze  proofs  of  1909-16.  All  t 
processes  are  supposedly  of  French  origin.  Though  no  documetr 
evidence  is  known  to  us,  we  suspect  that  the  concavity  of  fief 
the  new  coinage  designs  from  1907  to  1916  in  all  metals  was 
reason  for  the  abandonment  of  the  old  brilliant  proof  finish.  It  vs' 
be  much  more  difficult  to  burnish  a die  whose  fields  were  une\ 
curved  or  rounded,  than  to  burnish  one  of  the  old-fashioned  dies 
its  practically  plane  surfaces.  The  unsatisfactory  quality  of  the 
Mont  proofs  from  1936  on  bears  this  hypothesis  out.  Note  that* 
old  brilliant  proofs  have  the  designs  frosty  and  the  fields  burni; 
whereas  in  the  new  proofs  the  whole  is  about  equally  shiny  with* 
detail  relief  on  the  high  surfaces.  The  long  hiatus  (1916-35) 
counts  for  the  Mint  personnel  forgetting  the  old  proof  manufactu 
methods.  The  silver  proofs  between  1916  and  1935  were  m. 
Commemoratives  manufactured  to  order- — fifty  Hawaiians,  on 
three  each  of  certain  other  issues  (Grant  Star,  Vancouver,  San  D- 
etc.).  There  are  a'so  known  one  or  two  similar  proofs  of  the 
new  type  silver  and  the  1921  and  1922  Peace  Dollars.  Lincoln 
proofs,  1909-16,  ore  generally  discolored  or  spotty  because  off 
sulphur  content  of  the  old  Mint  wrappers,  where  they  sometime' 
for  years.  Cleaning  is  risky;  we  have  seen  several  methods  used  (i 
too  reliable)  including  electrolysis,  cloudy  ammonia,  and  various 
mercial  dips.  No  really  satisfactory  method  is  known  to  us  for  dl 
ing  bronze  or  copper  proofs,  though  cloudy  ammonia  is  exceller* 
nickels.  In  general  an  oil  dip  is  safer  than  any  method  that  inv 
rubbing  the  coin  in  any  way  (such  as  the  baking  soda  paste 
recommended),  as  even  light  rubbing  will  leave  “hairlines"  ont 
fields.  Toning  of  a copper  or  bronze  coin,  even  a proof,  that  has 
cleaned,  can  be  accelerated  by  gentle  heating  in  air  (e.g.  on 
ment  over  a 200-watt  bulb),  or  even  better,  by  prolonged  cxp« 
to  sunlight.  Any  of  these  methods  should  be  opproached  only 
extreme  caution,  first  being  tried  on  worthless  modern  coins,  and 
used  only  in  emergencies.  The  safest  thing  is  to  buy  coins  that  dc 
need  such  attention,  and  then  leave  them  alone.  We  cannot  r^ 
it  too  often:  leave  cleaning  to  the  experts.
